•£' TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Sept. 11. 
—(By Tho Associated Press.—The 
traveler in West Florida, unfamll- 
far with the scenery of that section, 
should prepare himself for some 
curious freaks of nature. 
Other- 
wise he may waste xmnecossary 
time groping- for an explanation of 
tho strange behavior of three of 
the state's rivers. The old pea and 
shell pamo expression. "Now you 
eee it nnd now you don't," applies 
to parts of all of them. 
A description of ffcese streams 


has been written by W. A. McRae, 
commissioner of agriculture, who 
quotes a young man who has spent 
his life on the banks of tho water- 
•ways. The substance of It follows: 
The "\Vaclssa rises in "Beautiful 
Springs," near Thomas City, on the 
Tallahassee-Southeastern Railroad, 
not far from tho state capital, and 
Hows due south to within three 
miles of the Aucflla river, where it 
disappears underground and then 
reappears In the Aucilla. Logmen 
have cut a smal! canal from the 
point of disappearance to 
the 


Aucilla.AUCILI/A WON'DEItS. 
The Aucilla rises in Georgia and 
flows In a southwesterly direction, 
forming the eastern boundary of 
Jefferson county, Florida. 
About 
three miles south of where the Tal- 
lahassee-South-eastern 
forms 
a 


"junction with this river, the Aucilla 
Binks and runs underground in a 
•winding way for possibly 12 miles, 
rising about three miles n^rth of 
•where the Waclssa comes into it 
from below the earth. 


The- course of the river is traced 


fey sirijt-holes, and it can be seen 
plainly. As proof of this, an object 
dropped into the stream where Jt 
first sinks is seen to rise and pass 
through tho various sinks to the 
point 12 miles below where it fin- 
ally comes to the surface. 


"STOTKEJT RIVERS." 
The St. Marks, the'third of th _ 
"sunken rivers," Is a few miles to 
the west of the Waclssa and Au- 
cilla. It also Blnlcs and rises again

Florida's "Natural Bridge."

this point one of the state's hardest 
battles was fought in the Civil War, 
mostly by old men and cadest from 
the West Florida Seminary at Tal- 
lahassee, on the Confederate side.

Ta (he year of the heaviest traffic American 


railroads have wiped out a car shortage and re- 
placed it1 with a surplus. 
In a part of the 


country which would hare suffered had there 
been an insufficient number of cars this is a 
record which -\vill meet approbation. 


Early this year the American Railway Asso- 


ciation and the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives mapped out a program of what they 
hoped-to do. It included the putting into 
shape of S3 per cent of the locomotives by 
October 1, when the season of heaviest traffic 
starts; the placing in serviceable condition, 
by the same time, of 95 per cent of the freight 
cars;-naming thirty tons as the average car- 
load; and thirty miles a day as the average 
car movement. Kow that the time is near the

According to "Beating Records in Railroad- 


ing," a booklet put out by the 'Southern Pa- 
cific Company the roads on July 1, had in- 
creased the number- of serviceable locomotives 
from 75.9 per cent to 83,8, or almost the October 
goaL The Southern Pacific had S0.30 per cent 
of its locomotives in first class condition. The

'Gen- 
erally he follows the observation wilh a re- 
view of the checks which are placed upon kings, 
presidents, premiers, and parliaments on the- 
other -side of the Atlantic.

are far from being democratic in ihcir m^sl 
important functions. 
In the presence of a 


crisis governments over there act without any 
reference to the people or the representatives 
of the people.

CANAL NINE YEARS OLD. 


The- Panama Canal has completed nine years 


of ojicnition. 
During that time 20,474 com 


mercial vessels have passed through it carry 
ing 84,284,474 tons of cargo. 


Those figures divided by nine give aii aver- 


age which proves the extent of the service of- 
the Canal,'but do not tell the whole story 
For instance, they cannot denote the fact that 
the year ending August 14, 11)20, accommodated 
4,272 vessels against 2,800 the highest pre- 
vious year. 


The growth of business in the nine years 


lias been from J.-'Jll vessels and 5,801,785 tons 
of cargo to 4,272 with 21,210,902 tons. 
Be- 


cause of slides and of war conditions there 
have been years which have fallen below the 
preceding one but, except for temporary de- 
pressions, traffic has shown a consistent in- 
crease. 


The largest increase has been in vessels of 


the United States registry/ a result of the 
gain in intercoastal trade. This is the gain 
which was predicted in 1915, the prospect 
which was celebrated at the Exposition in 
San Francisco and is one made good in larger 
measure than was anticipated. Since the Canal 
opened ?7G,5<iO,3-ifi has been collected in tolls, 
and of that sum, nearly 19 millions was taken 
in last year. 


While a considerable part ,of the gains of 


the past year have been due to the greater oil 
carrying business there has been a gratifying

of 
traffic 
irrespective 
of tanker 


tonnage.

.According t6 the Journal

American Folk-lore Society there 
exist* in Tennessee a quite com- 
mon belief that in order to raise 
a good crop of gourds a certain 
ceremony is necessary with regard 
to the seed before it is planted.

With the down- 
fall of the czar's regime, Puring- 
ton believed the country would b* 
opened to the westerners and mad« 
as productive as Canada, or Alaska, 
It was his plan to make Okhotsk 
a great port, with a railway over 
the Slanovl range for the transp6r- 
tatlon of products from Yakutsk 
and the Lena valley for shipment 
to America. Okhotsk, he pointed 
out.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Despite

Bureau of Minos.
